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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the election of species requirement in the reply filed 
on October 24, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the mechanical 
device used to elevate the closure caps of the two embodiments is not a unique teaching and 
the embodiments are not patentably distinct. This is not found persuasive because the structure 
of one embodiment is obvious in view of the other. Thus, the embodiments are patentably 
distinct. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Applicant cannot with draw the provisional election made February 23, 2005. See 
below. 

3. This application contains claims 10-19 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse in 
the response filed October 24, 2005. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP 

§ 821 .01 which reads in part "If a final requirement for restriction is made by the examiner, 
applicant may file a petition under 37 CFR 1.144 for review of the restriction requirement.". 

Drawings 

4. The drawings were received on August 10, 2005. These drawings are approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hakim 

(US 3,157,302). 
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As set forth in the instant application, the threads of Hakim serve to retain and elevate 
the closure with respect to the container. The upper surface and the lower surface of the 
threads are retention means and elevating means, restrictively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hakim. 

As previously set forth, the retention means are the threads. To the degree the threads 
are not seen as a continuous bead, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to form the threads of an engaging bead since the 
examiner takes Official Notice of the equivalence of threads and beads for their use in the 
closure art and the selection of any of these known equivalents to secure a closure to a 
container would be within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
